Looking into one of the huge ro- 


tary kilns where the raw materials 
for cement are burned into clinker 
' is just like looking at the noonday 
sun. 


The terrific heat required makes 


a glare of light so intense that the 
glowing flame would temporarily 
blind you. 


But borrow the workman's colored 


goggles to protect your 'eyes while 
you take another look into the kiln. 
Then you will see a tornado of 
powdered coal—or gas or spraying 
oil—bursting into a sheet of sun- 
white flame. 


Into the other end of the kiln flow 


the powdered limestone and shale 
[clay]—the raw materials for cement. 


As the slowly revolving kiln tumbles the 


materials about, they are subjected to gratfu-, 
ally increasing heat. During their three-hpur 


' journey through this inferno, moisture and 


gases are first given oS.Finally as the powdered 
materials reach the sunwhite flame, they half 
melt into glass-hard balls called "clinker." 
This clinker, an entirely new chemical com- 


i pound, when finely powdered is portland 


cement. 


Portland cement kilns consume great, 


quantities of fuel—30 pounds of coal or its 
equivalent for each 94-pound sack of cement. 
For the whole cement making process the 
consumption of coal is approximately 50 
pounds a sack—more than half a ton of coal, 
to a ton of cement.

(Ps. 101:1-8). 
x 


This is a psalm of David the king, 


ind therefore shows the conduct of a 
:«ler. It Is divided into two sections 
—the first, verses 1-4, refers to person- 
tl conduct, and the second, 5-8, to the 
rovernment of others. ThTs part of the 
lesson can only refer to the destruc- 
tion of the saloon in the sense that all 
svil is to be uprooted and destroyed.. 


1. .-Personal Conduct (vv. 1-4). (1) 


Kindness and judgment '(v. 1); (2) 
tvlse behavior (v. 2); (3) all malice 
put away (v. 3) ; all wickedness put 
aside (v. 4). 


2. Government of Others (vv. 5-S). 


Only as one is right in his own heart 
and life is he fit to rule others. As a 
righteous man he will be against (1) 
the slanderer (v. 5). He will not tol- 
srate such in his presence. 
(2) The 


worker of deceit (v. 7). The deceitful 
man and the liar are to be removed 
from his sight. (3) All workers of in- 
iquity (v. 8). It is the duty of rulers 
to see that all workers .of wickedness 
of all kinds be cut off. The manufac- 
turer and seller of liquor should be re- 
garded as notorious workers of iniqui- 
ty. 
Those who blight manhood for 


sordid 'gain are grossly wicked. 


II. The Awful 
Ruin Wrought by 


Strong Drink (Prov. 23:29-35). 


1. Woes of Those Who Indulge In 


Wine (vv. 2, 30). (1) The awful pajn 
which causes one to cry out, ."Oh!' 
Many, indeed, are the pains wblcli men 
suffer because of strong drink. Bodily 
ills innumerable can be traced to its 
evil influence. (2) The bitter remorse, 
which causes one to cry out,' "Alas!" 
Many are the egressions of bitter re- 
gret which. daily come from the lip* 
of the drunkard. 
(3) Contention— 


strife and quarreling. 
Much of the 


fighting among men is directly caused 
by their passions being inflamed by 
strong drink. The drunken man is al- 
ways ready to take offense, as well as 
to give it. 
(4) Babblings and com- 


plainings. Th« winebibber complain* 
of everything—111 luck, loss, of friends, 
of fate and of God. He sees every- 
thing wrong but himself. (5) Wounds 
without cause. 
These are -wounds 


from fights in which a sober man 
would not have engaged, and from ac- 
cidents which are purely the result of 
intoxication. 
(6) Redness of eyes. 


This has reference to the blood-shot 
eye of the tippler which dims his 
vision.- 
All these woes come upon 


those who tarry long at wine. 


II. The Attitude Enjoined (v. 31). 
Look not at it. Do not put yourself 


into the way of temptation. The only 
safe attitude toward strong «flrink is 
total abstinence, and the only way to 
total abstinence is not to even look 
at it 


I I I . The Drunkard's Bitter End (vr. 


32-35). 
L Acute Miseries. "It biteth like a 


serpent and stingeth like an adder." 
Strong drink, like the poison of a ser- 
pent, permeates the whoie system and 
ends in the mo*t fatal consequences. 


2. Perversion of the Moral Sense. 


This excitement causes the eyes to be- 
hold strange things. This denotes the 
fantastic images produced on the brain 
of the drunkard. Even when delirium 
tremens does not result, there are aw- 
ful fancies which are beyond the pos- 
sibility of realization. Then does his 
heart utter perverse things. His moral 
sense being perverted, his utterances 
partake of the same. He tells lies; his 
words cannot be relied upon. 


3. He Is Insensible to Danger (v. 


34). He is foolhardy, even as one who 
would lie in the top of a ship's mast, 
where there is the greatest danger of 
falling off.

4. He Is Insensible to Pain (v. 35). 


The drunkard is utterly ignorant of 
what happens to him while under the 
influence 
of 
strong 
drink. 
Many- 


bruises and wounds the drunkard has 
which he cannot account for. 


5. His Abject Bondage (v. 35). After 


all his sufferings, sorrow and disap- 
pointments, he goes on as a bond 
slave in the ways of sin. 


6. Hell at Unst. No drunkard shall in- 


herit the kingdom of heaven (I Cor. 
6:10).

JOlHf BOLIN SEEK1!.1 PARDON 
Having served 16 months of his 


preliminary sentence, John Bolin, for- 
merly of Conewago township, through 
his attorney has issued a notice that 
an application for a pardon will be 
made at Harrisburg on November 21. 
After entering a plea of guilty to a 
charge of assault with intent to rob, 
Bolin, together with Charles Toot, al- 
so formerly of Conewago township, 
was sentenced to no less than 2 nor 
more than 5 years in the Eastern 
Penitentiary 
Philadelphia, by Judge 


McPherson, on June 19, 1922. Toot 
and Bolin enter,ed pleas of guilty to 
having attempted to hold up and rob 
Emory Rife, proprietor of a garage in 
Midway, near Hanover, late on the 
night of June 10. According to their 
story as told Judge McPherson. Toot 
entered the garage just before Mr. 
Rife closed the place for the night, 
armed with the handle of a shovel 
and a 38-calibre revolver. He is al- 
leged to have struck Rife from be- 
hind. The1 latter turned and grappled 
with the man, who broke loose and 
fled. Bolin,' according to testimony, 
v/as stationed outside as a sentinel 
and took no part in the actual at- 
tempt at robbery. Both men escaped 
at the time, but Toot was recogniz- 
ed by Rife and was arrested in Han- 
over on June 13 by Jesse Crabbs, 
chief of police. Bolin was arrested 
shortly afterward near New Chester. 
When called before Judge McPherson 
for sentence and asked if they had 
anything to say for themselves, Bolin 
and Toot told the court that they had 
been drinking and didn't know what 
they were doing.

Fnmi earliest childhood Eldred Pot- 


tlnger was out of place iu Crowded 
Engtend. Gunpowder Is good exciting 
siuri to play with, nnd there oould be 
no objection to his blowing up himself 
and 1$* little brother, because that was 
nil in the family; but when he mined 
the garden'wall and It fell on a couple 
of neighbors, they highly took offense; 
and when his finely Jtavented' bomb 
went off at Addiscombe college he rose 
to the level of a public nuisance. On 
the whole, it must have been a relief 
to his friends when he went to India. 
There he had an uncle, the president in 
Scinde, a shrewd man who shipped 
young Pottlnger to the. greatest possi- 
ble distance in the hinder parts of 
Afghanistan.. 


The political situation in Afghani- 


stan was the usual liowling chaos of 
oriental kingdoms, and the full particu- 
lars would bore the reader just as they 
bored me. It was Pottinger's business 
to find out and' report the exact state 
of affairs at a time when any white 
man visiting the country was guaran- 
teed, if and when found, to have his 
throat cut. Being clever at native 
•languages, with a very foxy shrewd- 
ness, the young spy set off, disguised 
as a native horse dealer, and reached 
Cabul, the Afghan capital. 


The reigning ameer was Dost Ma- 


homet, who was not on speaking terms 
with Kamran, king- of Herat, and Pot- 
tinger's job was to get through Herat 
without being caught by Dost. 
The 


horse-copper disguise was useless now, 
so Pottinger became a Mahommedan 
syed, or professional holy man. He 
sent his attendants and horses ahead, 
slipped out of the capital on foot by 
night and made his way to his camp. 
So he reached the. country of the Haza- 
reh tribes, where his whole expedition 
was captured by the principal robber, 
Jakoob Beg, who did a fairly good 
business in selling travelers, as slaves, 
except 
when they paid 
blackmail. 


"The chief," says Pottinger, "was the 
finest Hazareh I had seen, and ap- 
peared a well-meaning, sensible person. 
He, however, was -quite in the hands of 
his cousin—an ill-favored, sullen, and 
treacherous-looking --rascal. I, by' the 
way of covering my silence, and to 
avoid much questioning, took to my 
beads and kept telling them with great 


. perseverance, much to the increase of 


rny^reputation as a holy personage." 


The trouble was -that Pottinger and 


his devout followers were of the Sou- 
nee faith/whereas" the robber was of 


' the Sheeah persuasion'. The difference 


was something like that between our 
Catholics and.-Protestants, and Pottin- 
ger was like a Methodist minister try- 
ing to pass himself off for a cardinal 
without knowing • the little points of 
etiquette. 
The' prisoners 
prompted 


one another into'all'sorts of ridiculous 
blunders, so that the ill-favored cousin 
suspected Pottin.ger of being a fraud. 
"Why, he may, be a Feringhee him- 
self," said the cousin. "I have always 
heard that the Hindustanees are black, 
and this man Is fairer than we are." 
But then the Ferin'ghees—the British— 
were supposed to """be monsters, and 
Pottiuger was in.no. way monstrous to 
look at, so that .he..managed to talk 
round the corner,-and. at. the end of a 
week ransomed his-party with the gift 
of a fine gun to the chief. 
Eighteen 


days' journey brought him to Herat, 
where he felt perfectly safe, strolling 
unarmed in the country outside the 
walls, until a gang of slave catchers 
made him an easy prey. His follower, 
Synd Ahmed, scared them off by shout- 
Ing to an imaginary escort 


Shah Kamran, with his vizier, Yar 


Mahomed, had been out of town, but 
on their return to Herat, Pottinger in- 
troduced.himself to.the king as a Brit- 
ish officer, and lii^ gift of a brace of 
pistols was graciously accepted. 


Not long" afterward a Persian army 


came up against Herat, nnd with that 
force there were Russian officers. 
For 


once the Herat's could look for no help 
from Afghanistan; and for once this 
mighty fortress, the key to the gates 
of India, was guarded by a cur. If 
Herat fell the way wns open for Kus- 
nla, the ancient read to India of all the 
conquerors. There is the reason why 
the British hnd Pent a spy to Herat. 


The Hpjatis \\ere quick to seek the 


advice of the British officer, who or- 
ganized the defense and in The end 
t"ok i-hargo. the one competent man in 
the garrison. Shah Kumran sent him 
"• Itli a i!:i:; of truce to the Persian 
a1-!!):-'. The Persian soldiers hailed him 
with rapture, thinking they would soon 
got .home to their wives and families. 


So P<Htiiigor was brought before the 


shah </f Persia, who would accept no 
terms except surrender, which 
the 


hman ridiculed. 
He wont back 


to the city, and the siege went on for 
month.-;. 


At the end of six months. Juno 24, 


1S.SS, the Persians tried to -carrj the 
place by assault. "At fo.ir points the, 
assault was repulsed, but :il th'1 fifth 
point the storming coltimil throw itself 
in! (i the trench of the lower faus^o- 
bniye. 
The struggle was brief but 


bloody. 
The defenders 
full at their 


posts to ji man, and the work was cur- 
ried by the besiegers. Encouraged by 


pushed on up the slope, but a galling 
fire from the garrison met .them as they 
advanced. The officers and men of the 
column were mown down; there was a 
second brief and bloody struggle, and 
the upper faugse-braye was carried, 
while a few of the most daring of the 
assailants, pushing on In advance of 
their comrades, gained the head of the 
breach. But now Deen Mahomed cnme 
down with the Afghan reserve, and 
thus recruited the defenders gathered 
new 'heart, so that the Persians in the 
breach were driven back. 
Again and 


again, with desperate courage, they 
struggled to effect a J-jdgment, only to 
be repulsed. 
• "btartled by the noise of the assault 
Yar Mahomed (the vizier) had risen 
up, left his quarters and ridden down 
to the works. Pottinger went forth at 
the same time and on the same errand. 
Giving instructions to his dependents 
to be carried out in the event of his 
falling in the defense, he hastened to 
join the vizier. . . . As they neared 
the point of the attack the garrison 
were seen retreating by twos and 
threes; others were quitting the works 
on the pretext of carrying off the 
wounded. 
Pottinger was eager to 


push on to the breach; Yar Mahomed 
sat himself down. The vizier had lost 
heart; his wonted high courage and 
collectedness had deserted him. As- 
tonished and indignant, the English of- 
ficer, called upon the vizier again and 
again to rouse himself. The Afghan 
chief rose up and advanced further in- 
to the works, and neared the breach 
where the conflict was raging. 
Yar 


Mahomed called, upon his men in God's 
name to fight; but they wavered and 
stood still. Then his heart failed him 
again. He turned back, said he would 
go for aid. Alarmed by the backward- 
ness of their chief the men were now- 
retreating in every direction." Pottin- 
ger swore. 


Yar roused himself, again advanced, 


but again wavered, and a third time 
Pottinger by word and deed put him to 
shame. "He reviled, he threatened, he 
seized him by the arm and dragged him 
forward to the breach." 
Now conies 


the fun, and we can forsake the tedi- 
ous language of the official version. 
Yar, hounded to desperation by Pottin- 
ger, seized a staff, rushed like a wild- 
cat on the retreating soldiers, and so 
horrified them that they bolted back 
over the breach down the outside into 
the face of the Persians. And the Per- 
sians fled! Herat was saved.' 


Another six months of siege, with 


famine, mutiny and all the usual wor- 
ries of beleaguered towns finished Pot- 
tinger's work, the saving of Herat. 


n 


Now we take up the life of another 


spy, also an army officer, old Alexan- 
der-Burnes. At eighteen he had been 
adjutant of his regiment and rose very 
steadily from rank to rank until he 
was sent as an envoy to Runjeet Singh, 
the ruler of Punjab, and to the ameers 
of Scinde. 


-In; 1832 he set out on his second mis- 


sion through Afghanistan, Bokhara and 
Persia. See how he wrote from Cabul: 
"I do not despair of reaching Istani- 
boul (Constantinople) in safety. They 
may seize me and sell me for a slave, 
but no one will attack me for my 
riches. ... I have no tent, no chair or 
table, no bed, and my clothes altogeth- 
er amount to the value of one pound 
sterling. You would disown your son 
if you saw him. My dress is purely Asi- 
atic, and since I came into Cabul has 
been changed to that of the lowest or- 
ders of the people. My head is shaved 
of ite brown locks, and my beard dyed 
black grieves 
for the departed 


beauty of youth. I now eat my meals 
with my bands, and greasy digits they 
are, though I must say in justification, 
that I wash before and after meals. . . . 
I frequently sleep under a tree, but if 
a villager will take compassion on me 
I enter his house. 
I never conceal 


that I am a European, and I have us 
yet found the character advantageous 
10 my comfort. 
The people know me 


by the name of Sekunder, which is the 
Persian for Alexander. . . . With all 
my assumed poverty I have- a bag of 
ducats round my waist, and bills for as 
much money as I choose to draw. . . . 
When I go into company I put my hand 
on my heart and say, with all humility, 
to the master of the house, 'Peace be 
unto iheo,' according to the custom, 
and then I squat myself down on tin- 
ground. This familiarity has given me 
an insight into the character of the 
people . . . kind-hearted and hospitable, 
they have no prejudices against a 
Christian and none against our nation. 
When they ask me if I oat pork, I, of 
course, shudder, nnd say that it is only 
outcasts that commit such outrages. 
God forgive me', for I am very fond of 
bacon. . . . I am well mounted on a 
good horse in case I should find it 
necessary to take to my hot-Is. 
My 


whole baggage on oartli goes on one 
mule, which my servant sits supercar- 
go. . . . I never was in better spirit*." 


After his wonderful journey Kunio-! 


was .sent to England to make his re- 
port to tho government, and K i n g Wil- 
liam IV must needs hear the whole of 
tho slory at P.righton pa\ilion. 


The third journey oi ihi* g.v.it spy 


was called the commoroial mission to 
Culm!. There he learned that (ho Por- 


less conducted by Runlan officer*. 
Russians swarmed at the court of Doat 
Mahomed, mul ail ambassador from the 
czar was there trying to make a treaty. 


Great was the indignation and alarm 


in British India and, for fear of a Rus- 
sian invasion, in panic haste the gov- 
ernment made a big famous blunder, 
for, without waiting to know how- Dost 
was fooling the Russians, an army was 
sent through the terrible Bolan pass. 
That sixty-mile abyss, witli hanging 
walls, belongs to the Pathans, the 
fiercest and wildest of alii the tribes 
of men. 
The army climbed through 


the death trap, marched, starving, on 
from Quettu to Candahar, and* then 
advanced on Cabul. 
But Dost's son, 


Akbar. held the great fortress of 
Ghuznee, a quite impregnable place 
that had to be taken. 


One night, while a sliar.i attack was 


being made on the other side of the 
fortress. Captain Thomson placed nine 
hundred pounds of gunpowder at the 
foot of a walled-up gate, and then 
touched off the charge. The Twenty- 
first light infantry climbed over the 
smoking ruins and, at the head of his 
storming column. Colonel Dennie, in 
Hire hours' lighting, took the citadel. 
Dost Mahomed ned and the British en- 
tered Cabul to put a puppet sovereign 
> 


on the throne. 
j 


Cabul was a live volcano, where 


English women gave dances. 
There 


were 
cricket 
matches, 
theatricals, 


sports. The governor general in camp 
gave a state dinner in honor of Major 
Pottinger, who had come in from the 
siege of Herat. During the reception 
of 
the 
guests • a 
shabby 
Afghan 


watched, leaning against a door-post, • 
and the court officials were' about to 
remove this intruder when the gover- 
nor general approached, leading his sis- 
ter. "Let me present you," said Lord 
Auckland, "'to Eldred Pottinger, the 
hero of Herat." This shabby "Afghan 
was the guest • of honor, but nobody 
would listen to his warnings, or to the 
warnings of Sir Alexander Burnes, as- 
sistant resident. 
Only tlie ,two spies 


knew what was to come. Then the vol- 
cano blew up. 


Burnes had a Brother* staying with 


him in Cabul. also his military secre- 
tary; and when the mob, savage, ex- 
cited, bent 
on massacre, 
swarmed 


round his house he spoke to them from 
the balcony. While he talked Lieuten- 
ant BVoadfoot fell at his side, struck 
by a ball in the chest. The stables 
were on fire, the mob filled his garden. 
He offered to pay then in cash for his 
brother's life and bis own, so_ a Cash- 
miri volunteered to save them in dis- 
guise. 
They put on native clothes, 


they slipped into the garden, and then 
their guide shouted, "This is Sekuncler 
Burnes!" The two brothers were cut 
to pieces. 


Pottinger was political agent at Ko- 


histan, to the northward, and when 
the whole Afghan nation rose in re- 
volt his fort was so sorely beset that 
he and his retinue stole away in the 
dark, joining a Ghoorka regiment. But 
the regiment was also beset and Its 
water supply cut off. Pottinger fought 
the guns r the men repelled attacks by 
night and day until worn out; dying ! 
of thirst in 'an intolerable agony the j 
regiment brolce, scattering into the j 
hills. 
Only a few men rallied round j 


Pottinger to fight through to Cabul, 
and he was fearfully wounded, unable j 
to command. 
j 


The 
officer commanding at Cabul , 


was not in good health, but his death 
was unfortunately dejayed while the 
Afghans murdered men, women and 
children, and the British troops, for 
lack of a leader, funked. Envoys wait- 
ed on Akbar Khan, and were murdered. 
The few officers who kept their heads 
were without authority, blocked at 
every turn by cowards, by incompe- 
tents. Then the council of war made 
treaty with Akbar, giving him all the 
guns except six, all the treasure, three 
officers as hostages, bills drawn on 
India for forty thousand rupees, the 
honor of their country, everything for 
safe conduct in their disgrace. Dying 
of cold and hunger, the force marched , 
into the Khoord-Cabv.l pass, and at the 
end of three days the married officers 
were surrendered with their wives nnd 
children. Of the sixteen thousand men 
three-fourths were dead when the offi- 
cer commanding and the gallant P>rig- 
adier Skelton were given up as hos- 
tages to Akbar. The survivors pushed 
on through the Jiigduluk pass, which 
the Afghans had barricaded, and there 
was the final massacre. 
j 


The captured general had sent orders 


for the retreat of the .Tellalabad gar- 
rison through the awful defiles of the 
Khyber pass in face of a hostile army, 
and in the dead of winter; but Gen- 
eral Sale, commanding, was not such a 
fool.
